LABOR: 
Con arr.ss Reacts 


Inflamed by labor unrest retard­ 
ing reconversion, congress moved 
for passage of an "anti-violence” act 
providing a m axim um penalty of 20 
years im prisonment for forcible in­ 
terference or threats against inter­ 
state com m erce. 
Labeled as an 
anti-racketeering m easure, the bill 
grew out of protest against the AFL 
International Team ster union’s col­ 
lection of funds from independent 
tru ck ers entering large cities where 
the ITU is strongly organized. 
While congress vented its wrath 
• gainst the strike w ave with the 
"anti-violence” 
act, 
it 
cooled 
to 
m ove 
more 
slowly 
on 
President 
Trum an’s recom m endation for anti­ 
strike legislation calling for crea­ 
tion of fact-finding boards em pow­ 
ered to look into both company and 
union books to determ ine m erits of 
w age disputes. 
Hotly opposed by labor leaders, 
the President’s proposal has been 
half-heartedly received by industry, 
with 
both 
parties 
continuing 
to 
fa vor the least possible restraint 
upon their full bargaining advan­ 
tages In adjusting their differences. 
VAW Hacks Ihncn 
M eanwhile, negotiations proceed­ 
ed 
apace 
in 
the 
automobile 
in­ 
dustry,

the powerful CIO- 
United Automobile Workers sought 
m aintenance 
of

wartim e 
w ages. 
A break 
in the UAW’s de­ 
mands for a 30 per cent pay 
boost cam e in its dickering with 
Ford, with the union announcing 
a willingness to com prom ise on 
Its position if the company pro­ 
posed an annual wage and other 
concessions 
like 
pensions, 
re­ 
tirem ent com pensation and va­ 
cations. 
In an effort to m eet Ford in the 
negotiations, the UAW also drew up 
sn 
unprecedented 
security clause 
against wildcat strikes, agreeing on 
the imposition of a $3 a day fine 
against w orkers found guilty of an 
unauthorized walkout for a first of­ 
fense. and $5 a day for a second. 
While the UAW-Ford discussions 
progressed, the union’s parley with 
G eneral Motors lagged a step be­ 
hind, with President T ru m an seek­ 
ing to actively intervene in the dis­ 
pute with the appointm ent of a fact­ 
finding board to help speed settle­ 
m ent of the wage issue. 
Unlike the 
m achinery that Mr. T ru m an would 
have set up in his anti-strike legisla­ 
tion, however, the G M. fact-finding 
board lacks power to force either 
party to turn over its books. 
Production Off 
Crippled by strikes, parts short­ 
ages and labor scarcities, autom o­ 
bile production has fallen far below 
previous 
expectations, 
with 
only 
about 50,000 cars having been manu­ 
factured up to m id-D ecem ber out 
of a year-end goal of 500,000, 
Of the Big Three in the in­ 
dustry, oniv Ford has achieved 
any kind of volume of output, 
having turned out over 25,000 
vehicles or about half of the 
over all total. 
G.M. production 
has been retarded by the big 
auto strike while Chrysler ac­ 
tivity has suffered from supply 
and labor shortages after a late 
reconversion sta rt caused by a 
cleanup of governm ent orders. 
P ack ard , Nash, Hudson and Stu- 
debaker have all fallen far behind 
schedule, 
while 
Wiilys-Overfand’s 
production of jeeps has been sty­ 
m ied during the last two months. 


HOME BUILDING: 
Seek Speed-Up 


Moving to ease the nation’s strin­ 
gent 
housing 
shortage. 
President 
T ru m an m apped a broad over-all 
program calling for the channelling 
of building m aterials into lower cost 
construction, 
imposition 
of 
price 
control on new and old dwellings, 
and em ergency use of w artim e gov­ 
ernm ent shelters for hom e-seekers. 
The P resident took action as Re­ 
conversion 
Director 
Snyder 
de­ 
clared that a million fam ilies al­ 
ready are doubling up in existing 
hom es and the num ber m ay con­ 
tinue to grow as service discharges 
mount. With several y ea rs of peak 
construction 
necessary 
to 
relieve 
the situation, the industry will do 
well if it puts up 500,000 dwellings 
next year, Snyder added. 
In excercising its em ergency pow­ 
er to route building m aterials into 
lower cost 
housing 
to 
accom m o­ 
date average pocketbooks, the gov­ 
ern m en t will favor 
homes under 
$10,000, with 
preference given to 
vets. Essential industrial and com ­ 
m ercial construction also will be 
granted priority under the plan. 
With housing expected to rem ain 
short for several y ears despite in­ 
creasing production, the P resid en t’s 
proposal for legislation for ceilings 
on new and old structures aim ed at 
keeping 
prices 
within 
reasonable 
bounds to head off an inflationary 
spiral. 
In providing em ergency facilities, 
including arm y and navy barrack s 
and dorm itories, for tem porary shel­ 
ter in crowded areas, the govern­ 
m ent will move the structures w her­ 
ever necessary. At the sam e time, 
surplus governm ent building m a te­ 
rials also will be disposed of, with 
70 per cent ea rm ark ed for low cost 
housing. 
To speed the program , President 
T rum an nam ed form er Mayor Wil­ 
son Wyatt of Louisville, Ky., hous­ 
ing expediter to work under Snyder.

FARM PRICES FOLLOW WORLD WAR I TREND 


After declining from the World 
War II peak of 206 in July to 197 
In Septem ber, the price index of 
farm products, as com piled by th# 
departm ent of agriculture on the 
baals of August, 1909-July, 1914, re­ 
covered to 205 in Novem ber. This 
indicates a continuation of the World 
War I price pattern which has been 
closely duplicated since the out­ 
break of World War II, according to 


the Alexander Hamilton institute. 
The trend of farm prices after 
World War I pointe to a further 
sharp rise in the early postwar pe­ 
riod before prices slump back to a 
more normal level. After a tem­ 
porary w eakness at the end of World 
War I, the price index rose from 
199 In February, 1919, to 235 in May, 
IMO. 
Prospects are deflation ma J 
ba postponed to 1947. 


Despite these objective or la­
